come. The minimum number of men re- 
quired to start even amall band ia about 
twenty. After making careful enquiries, I 
can mafely'suy that we could find more than 
half that number who ara performers on 
some inatrument, and are willing to join a 
Volunteor Band. In addition: to these, 
several others ate ready to learn an instru- 
ment fur the purpose of joining. 


In Mr Bentley, A.R.C,M., of the West 
Yorks, we havea skilful bandmaster, who 
would, fora time, undertake the instruc- 
tion, and under‘his care the band would, 
in a vory short time, be ready to-appear in 
public, The strength of the band could 
ba maintained by taking youths as pro- 
pationors and teaching them some instru- 
ment; thon, when proficient, they could 
take their places as performers. This 
method wauld have the additional merit 
of providing fur the musical education 
of-our boys. Nearly cvory English town 
hax an School of ‘Music, or, at least, 
music classes where tousie can_be learn- 
ed at a Rall “cost; but in Hongkong

THE QUARANTINING OF THE © 
‘EMPRESS OF CHENA.’ 
WHAT WAS THREATENED BUT DID NOT . 
TAKE CLACE, 


‘The following lettor appeara in the Vie- 
torin (B.C.) Colonist, dated Empress of Ching 
Quarantine Station, 28th April :— , 

The R M. S.S, Empress of Chine arrived 
hero yesterday (April Brih) rom China and 
Japan with a full complement of 140 cabin 
and 600 steerage passengers. ~Nine days 
beforo, when out from Yokohama, two 
cases of amallpox were dincovored amongst 
the Ghipeso.. The men wore immediately 
placed in hospital, and, with their | at- 
tendants, strictly isolated, and are now in 
a fair way to full recovery. Every poracn 
on board was promptly vaccinated in 
accordanco with the regalitions, and every 
care taken that thera should be no com- 
munication between: the Chinese and 
Enropean passengers. “Since then thero 
has been no further outbreak. In former 
instances when such a thing: happeited, 
these steerage passengers were taken aut of 
the ship at the quarantine station, they and 
their quarters wero disinfected, and then 
the ship and sulcon passengers allowed to 

roceed. Judge, then, whab was first our 
moredulity and then horror, when it was 
known that the health officors had ordered 
avery person on board—officers, crew, and 
passengers of every class—-to be landed fur 
4 sixtecn-day period of quarantine on shore, 
and that, us tho first step, every one of us 
and our baggage should be put through the 
disinfecting process in vogue here. 

We thus found ourselves 
fuco with this situation: Wo wero to 
be taken out of our comfortable cabins 
in batcliés of a dozow or so at the time; 
stripped naked and. subjected to a foul 
chemical -buth ; or clothes taken from 
us to be fumigated and baked, wo Bite 
ting meanwhile in-a shed, blanket gown 
and pair of slippers, which had previously 
been used to cover the nakedness of no one 
koows how many Chincso. ‘Neither ladies 
nor children, no matter how delicate, were 
to be excepted from this odious and revolts 
ing operation, Noxt, all our baggage was 
to bo landed and exposed for a period to 
sulphur fumes, and than baked to a tempera- 
ture of 200 degrees, 4 proceeding which is 
calculated to, and actually docs, destroy 
nearly every article subjected-to it. As to 
ourselves, Wo wore next to bo marched to 
the quarantine buildings, and invited to 
toke up our stay theré for the full period 
inentioned, and. as much longer as tho 
henlth officer meanwhile might think fit to 
inflict. In the building in question thore 
was not accommodation for more than hnlf 
of our- number ; neither was there bed 
tablo, chair or any other article of furniture, 
only the bare roof and.floor, To remedy 
this, it was proposed to Iand all ‘ship's 
bedding, ete., so that the ladies and children 
might have & measure of comfort, and all 
for' whom there was no accommodation wore 
‘to he pluced under canvas. Adjacent to 
this place was the smallpox hospital, with 
a number of canes in it, so that every 
opportunity should be given us of con- 
tracting tho discaso who had escaped ik 
hitherto. : 

Thus, at the instance of the Canadian 
authorities, wo—passengers in transit not 
coming to reside in the country or to -havo 
any communications with it further than 
is unavyoidable—are condemned to Jos¢ our 
time—a matter.of vital importanco to some 
of us—for an indefinite period. Condomn- 
ed to sacrifice our health—for it cannot bo 
otherwise than that health will bo sacrific- 
ed, and probably life, too.

LIFE IN OTHER WORLDS. 


Professor Ball some time ago wrote an 
article on the possibility of life existing ia 
other worlds, Jt was a furegona conclusion 
that he should not confidently assert the 
existence of intelligent bulaga outatde of 
thia world, because our scieyce as yet has 
not been ablo to discover indisputable signs 
of them, notwithstanding Mr Lowell's ob- 
servations af the ‘canals’ of Mara; but 
seiencs, at any rate, hag found that the 
planets snd stars, or suns, aro’ all mado 
of much the samo kind of matter as 
the earth. As houses are not built to 
go uninhabited, it seems very improbable 
4o many great) worlds, ‘mora or leas 
resembling our own, should be made to roll 
idly in empty space. Few of us, ‘not 
Diasscd by earlier viows, can doubt that 
they were meant to be inhabited, and ‘that 
a cortain proportion of them are inhabited 
by living creatures of one kind or another. 
Mz. Janssen, the well-known French astro- 
nomer, is evidently of this opinion, and ha 
imagines that science may prove it some 
day. Ho oxpecta that science after a time 
will life man above matoris! preoccupations, 
and mechanical or positive pursuits to a 
taste for clevated poetry and enthusiasm 
forthe beautiful and a reverence for the 
ideal. t 


THE BRITISH ROYAL FAMILY, 


* By the birth of a daughtér to the Duke 
and Duchess of York thé namber of the 
Queen's great grandchildren js increased to 
thirty.. Tho Queen's family 'is now an ox- 
coodinglylarge one, andit isdifficult perhaps 
to ronlise exactly what is meant by the 
phrase so often used, ‘the Queen and all 
the members of the Royal Family.’ If one 
wore to count the Queen and her descend- 
ants alone, the bare numbers would come 
out something like this :

Nothing probably vould show more 
atrongly than theso simplo figures how far 
we aro removed from the fears which wera 
entertained by statcamen sixty or seventy 
years ago as to the future of the Royal 
House, In that respect indeed, no con- 
trast could be greater than that betweon 
the circumstances under which the Queen 
ascended ‘the throne and thoso: under 
which she is now to celebrate her Diamond 
Jubilee. It is said- that in the coming 
Jubilee procession four goncrations of the 
Royal Family in the direct. line are to be 
ropresented —tha Queen, the. Prince of 
Wiles, the Duke of York, and Princo 
Edward of York. Their ages will be: 

Tho Queon ..,.,. 
The Prince of Wales’. 
The Duke of York . 
Prince Edward of Yor! 

Prince Edward of York's birthday, it is 
jnteresting to note, will be the day after 
the Jubilee celebration. He was born on 
June 23, 1894, It is more than probablo 
too that some of the Queen's relatives other 
than her own direct descendants will bo 
represented in the Jubilee procésion. 
There are something like 160 cousins and 
descendants of cousins of her Majesty, and 
if they aro counted with the Queen’s own 
childron, grandchildren, and great grond- 
children, the number of the Boyal Family 
is inereased to not less*than 230. 

It is, however, with the Queen's own 
descendants that we are now most diroctly 
concerned. Of the Queen’s: sons and 
daughters, the Empress Frederick has siz 
children living, the “Prince of Wales four, 
the Duke of Saxe-Coburg five, the Princess 
Christian four, tho-Duke- pf Oonusught 
three, and the Princess Henry of Batton- 
borg four ; while there are also living five 
children of the late Princess Alice of Hesso 
end two of the late Duke of Albany, these 
making togother the thirty-three grand- 
children of tho Quoen shown in the above 
table. Some of the Queen’s children also 
are now grandparente. The Empress 
Frederick of Germdny has now seventeen 
grandchildren, the Prince of Wales five, 
and the Duke of Saxe-Coburg three, and 
there are five grandchildren of the late 
Princess Alice—making the thirty great 
grandchildren of the Queen, 

It would be a great task to trace how far 
the Queon is, through her children and 
grandchildron, represented in the reigning 
families of Europe, Probably there hever 
was a time when the Royal Family of Eng- 
land was more intimately licked than now 
with the reigning familics of the world. 
The Queen's eldest daughter is the Dowager 
German Empress, and the Queen's grandson 
isthe German Emperor to-day. The Queen's 
second gon is now the reigning Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg Gotha, One of the Quean’s 
granddaughters is now the Czirina of Rus 
gis, andit would be wearisome to onumorate 


‘all the alliances of tho Queen's grand chil- 


dren with foreign Dukes and Princes, 
Certainly the Royal Family has spread in 
®& manne: which Lord Melbourne and his 
volleagues at the Queen's coronation could 
not have dreamt of,. 

To very few Sovereigns ix it given to seo 
their family spread to the fourth -genera- 
tion,-and to see so long 4 line in direct suc. 
cession to tho throne. But then to no 
Sovercign of England, with ¢ne excoption, 
has length of days been given in a greater 
degree than to her most gracious Majesty. 
The coe eae of course, is George IIL, 
who lived to be eighty-two, and reigned 
fifty-nine years. In considering the ques- 
tion of length of days, which enables her 
Majesty to look upon so many grand. 
children and great grandchildren, it may 
not be out of place perhaps to note how 
few of the Sovereigns of England have lived 
to what would now be rogarded as ripe old 
ago. George III. died at 82. The Queen 
is 78. George II. died at 77, Williem IV, 
at 72, and Queen Ellsaboth ot 70. No 
other King or Queen of England has lived 
to be 70 years old. Again, ag to the reigns 
of Queens. Queen Mary“ réigned five 
years,: Queen Elizabeth 44, and Quoen 
Anne 12, making together 61 years, ‘or, in 
all, only about a year more than the Queen 
has already reigued, Quoen Elizabeth, as 
already said; Hed at -70, Pa Anne at
